HOM. GEO. P. SMITH 
GIVES - INFORMATION 
ON RURAL HOSPITALS 


Realizing that there is still “consid: 
erable misconéeption fegarding the 
Steps to be taken in the formation af 
municipal hospjtal districts» Hon. G. 
BR, Smith, who as first ‘minister of 
public health for the Province organ- 
ized the work to its present -state, has 
given the following interview on-the 
subject to the Bulletin, and as it will 
be of interest to the peaple of this 
district, we reproduce it, 

Mr. Smith explains that the work- 
ing of the hospitals are in the bands 
of the people alone, they must de 
fine the boundaries of the district, 
desjguate what kind of hospital is: de- 
sired to be erected and ithe manage- 
ment of the business. 

rue Gepartnen sifiply. act ino@ 
and regulate th: 
workings of the hospital biards. 

Mr. Smith ‘says, in. connection: with. 
styles of hospital, “there were origi= 
nally three plans offered by the gov 
ernment, but these the minister has 
modified to suit several needs. These 
plans are attractive and are of. the 
cottage hospital order with separate 
isolation ward and so on. New plans 
were drawn up, however, which are 
altogether different in character and 
while possibly not so attractive from 
the, outside, they are still very suit- 
able and convenient as well as less 
expensive. = 

“There aré altogether now six sep- 
arate and distinct plans for submis- 
sion to the people interested, and each 
of these is capable of such variation 
and extension as wjll add several 
other beds: or give different accom- 
modation, according to, the require- 
ments of the district. This may be 
done by a minimum of disturbance ito 
the original unit. Also by providing 
outside accommodation for the nur- 
ses—which can die done at a mere 
trifle as compared with accommdoat- 
dng them in a hospital—the accommo- 
dation for patients may be increased 
‘sy about 50 per cent, and with no jn- | 
crease of 
building. 

These plans have heen divided into 
two series, A and B. 

“In series A there are four separ- 

ate and distinct plans. No. 1 in ser- 
ies A is a nine-bed hospital, includ- 
ing a two-bed ~ separaite isolation 
building, and the estimated cost is 
$20,000, 

“To this there is a ‘special’ plan 
alana as a cheaper alternative t 
No. 1. It ts cheaper largely jn archi- 
ure and finishing and the kitchen 
is in the basement instead of at the 
rear of the Hospital. It preserves 
the origihal style of architecture but 
can be erected at aa estimated cost 
of $17,400 and has accommodation 
for ten beds. 

No. 2 is an 18-bed hospital with a 
four-bed separate isolation building 
at an eStimated.cost of $27,000. 

No. 3 is a 30-bed hospital with a 6- 
bed separate isolation building at an 
estimat-¥1 cost of $43,000. 

“It may be menitioned jn passing 
that the above cost incfudes a com- 
plete lighting, heating and sewage 
disposal system. If the hospital is 
built in a community where this ser- 
vice is municipally owned the cost of 
the bujlding is reduced ‘by several 
thousand dollars.
